Slow to Perform.

Bryan Tetis Bankers How to Secure 
an Elastic Currency—Long Session 
Indicated For Republican Nationa! 
Convention.

Former Kopreseutative and Senator 


Charles A. Towiie was in Washington 
recently and iu the course ot all iuter- 
>ie\v expressed some views uot wholly 
iu aivorduiK-e with those of other shm- 
iug lights of the Democratio party. Mr. 
Towue does uot sympathize \\ith the 
teudeiK'y of many Demot rats, iiotably 
Mr. Bryan aud Bourke' Aukr.in, to ap- 
plaud the pre-ideut. He is more in ac- 
cord with Representative Champ Clark, 
w ho uot loiij; ago delivered ti very 
forceful speech attacking the presiden- 
tial policies and commenting very bit- 
injrly uiiou the presidential manners. 
Mr Towiie said: ''The Democratic par- 
ty does not owe to Theodore Roosevelt 
its doctrine of the greatest good to the 
greatest number, and it cau go on 
championing the welfare of the many 
as against the interests of the few 
without relinquishing its great princi- 
ples of home rule, local self govern- 
ment, the preservation of the autonomy 
of the states and the restoration and 
maintenance of the balance among the 
co-ordinate branches of the national 
government. I believe that the country, 
white determined to take no backward 
step in maintaining the rights of citi- 
zens against the encroachments of cor- 
porations, is inclined to pause awhile 
and take stock, so to speak, of recent 
achievement. I believe the people are 
ready to welcome a president who 
would be content to enforce the laws 
without seeking also to enact and in- 
terpret them. I believe, in short, that 
it would be both patriotic and politic 
for the Democratic party to promise 
the nation a lucid interval of constitu- 
tional government" 


It must be admitteft that there is 


some foundation for the recent gibe of 
Mr. Payne, the Republican leader in 
the congress, that half the Democrats 
were applauding the president and 
half condemning him. But the con- 
trast, after all, is more apparent than 
real. For example, when Mr. Bryan 
speaks, applauding certain of the ac- 
tions of the president, the newspapers 
which are hypnotized by the Roosevelt 
personality print with much elabora- 
tion that part ot" his address, but re- 
frain from publishing His criticisms of 
the president. The effect is to make it 
appear that he ghes unreserved ap- 
proval to all that the president has 
said and to all that he has done, a 
difficult thing for any public man to 
accomplish, because most of the things 
Mr. Roosevelt has said are exactly the 
things that he has failed to do. 


The Case of the Muskrat. 


Somebody who must live along the 


banks of a canal where muskrats are 
not merely a nuisance, but a positive 
menace, wrote a plaintive inquiry to a 
Xew York paper the other day com- 
paring the presidential outcry with ths 
repeated threats of a farmer in his 
neighborhood to go out and kill a 
muskrat—threats that were never ful- 
filled. And he asked why everybody 
should turn in and applaud tho man 
who was always promising to do this, 
but had not as -yet slaughtered one sol- 
itary rat. 
The editor sagaciously re- 


sponded that the correspondent might 
know something about muskrats, but 
he knew nothing about politics. By 
pursuing the policy which he repre- 
hended the violent foe of the muskrat 
would get the applause and the votes 
of every man why thought that musk- 
rats should be exterminated, while by 
not doing anything against the vermin 
he would get the support of the musk- 
rat colony and thobe who thought it 
should be left alone. The analogy is 
perfectly clear. Thus far the oratory 
of the administration has made for 
President Roose\elt or his political 
legatee. Secretary Taft, millions of 
friend"! among the people who do not 
differentiate between preaching and 
practice, 
between calling criminals 


hard names and actually sending them 
to jail. It has not very seriously af- 
fected the Rooseveltian dynasty with' 
the malefactors of wealth, who read 
his violent messages with their tongues 
in their cheeks and go on with their 
malefactions. 


Currency Reform Again. 


The other day Andiew Carnegie. Ly- 


man J. Gage and A ictor Morawetz, a 
prominent financial lawyer of New 
York, addressed the Economic club of 
that city on the banking and currency 
question. They declared that the Unit- 
ed States had the worst system in the 
world, but no one of them suggested 
the way to mend it. All three pleaded 
that it should be handed over to a 
commission of exports who 
should 


formulate a mea^mv 'o be enacted into 
Uiw, which of course would carry the 
question over tho ncjit election. Mr. 
Bryan, who was pu-veiit, was asked to 
respond to their uiviiiiupnts. 
As the 


press associations and daily newspa- 
pers made scarcely any pretense of 
;»T?rlug his speefh. some of his para- 
graphs in retort may well be quoted 
here: 


How shall I explain that three conspicu- 


ous financiers who li<td given this subject 
grfat thought and who know al! the In* 
trioacies of flnaru? should be agr«Pd upon 
]>ut one proposition, and that is th<i' they 
do not know what ouRht to bo done? 


As each »ne approached the important 
part of the •ubject he concluded that we 
ought to have a commission to consider 
tin- matter. 
IB It not strange that th« 


tommission U always resorted to by then 


wno (to not wire to elaborate before an 
•lection a plan that might not be popular 
»t the election? Is it not strange that all 
of our great financial programme* are 
brought out Just after the flection, when 
the people cannot sit in judgment upon 
the subject? 


These greenbacks which have been de- 


scribed 
In 
uncomplimentary 
language 


were not issued by me or by my pai ty. 
But it seems to me thdt it is straining a 
point to denounce the government fur is- 
suing 34i5000.000 promises to pay. bearing 
no interest, when he—ex-Secretary Gage- 
does not denounce the issue of 700.11)0.000 
banks' promises to pay that bear no Inter- 
est. If a bank's promise to p.iv, bearinK 
no interest, is tit to seise as mo:iev. why 
should not a government's promise to pay. 
bearing no interest, be rtt to serve as 
money ? 


It is not my business to explain thli 


panic. Politically my connection with It 
has been anything but embarrassing, for 
It has it )ea«t- r,>Mied t>>t» ,>,»>i"'»-v of *>>• 
argument that my party was the only 
party under whose administration a panic 
could come.

(Mr. Baker is president of the First Na- 
tional bank of New York.) 


Mr. Baker—Yes. sir. 
Mr. Bryan—Why hasn't it been reme- 


died? Because the managers ot" the bad 
banks don't want to be restrained; be- 
cause the good bank is not anxious to 
have the other ones restrained so that the 
good bank can point to the recklessness 
of the othera and thereby draw away 
deposits. 


AVe will have to meet this Issue some 


time, and we may as well do so frankly 
and boldly now. 
If you tell me that you 


need an elastic currency. I will take your 
word for it. but if you tell me that you 
object to it unless you hold both ends of 
the elastic I will tell you that you do not 
need it as much as yon thought you did. 
Trust the government, the representatives 
elected by the people 
* * * If you want 


this elastic currency, let the government 
Issue it and control It, and you will have 
no difficulty about the security. 
Then 


lay upon the banks the responsibility for 
making the banks safe. 
If the banks 


say that they do not want to be held re- 
sponsible for other banks, my answer is 
that if your bankers will not trust each 
other they should not expect the people 
to trust them with their money. 


This is the most respectable crowd that 


I have ever talked to in my life—that is. 
measured by New York standards. It is 
no more respectable, however, than the 
people among whom I live. The man who 
toils by the day. 
who goes out in the 


morning and works all day. 
who com- 


mences in the spring and works all sum- 
mer, though his hands be hard from work 
and his clothing not of the latest cut. he 
is a respectable man. and I have been ad- 
dressing such respectable audiences all 
over the country, but this is the most high- 
ly financial audience that I have yet ad- 
dressed 
And. if I have exceeded my time 


limit and spoken with an earnestness for 
which I should apologize, just remember 
how long I have waited for this oppor- 
tunity and remember also that I may 
never have it again. 


The stenographic report of the meet- 


in? now in my possession indicates that 
Mr. Bryan's speech was punctuated and 
followed with long and continued ap- 
plause. 
The Republican National Convention. 
From the headquarters of Chairman 


Xew and Secretary Dover of the Re- 
publican national committee here the 
news leaked out that the officials of the 
Chicago convention expect that it will 
last at least five days and apprehend 
that it may extend to eight. At any 
rate, the string of tickets which will 
be sriveu to each person entitled to ad- 
mission is going to have coupons for 
the sessions of the eijjht days. Should 
it last that long it will be the longest 
national convention on record. Even 
the famous convention of 1880, when 
the indomitable phalanx of 300 stood 
desperately back of General Grant's 
candidacy, did not extend to such a 
period. The significance of the prepa- 
rations being made by the national 
committee for a long convention is ap- 
parent. It Indicates that tbie practical 
politicians—and the Republican na- 
tional committee is eminently practical 


are quite convinced that the admin- 


istration plan of nominating Taft on 
the first ballot is not going to prove ef- 
fective and, further, that they are dis- 
inclined to "believe that after a brief 
deadlock on the Taft proposition the 
convention can be stampeded for the 
Roo*evelt third term. 
It furthermore 


indicates that the policy of the anti- 
administration forces of forcing con- 
tests in the southern states, a policy al- 
ready put into practice in Florida, Is 
going to be systematically pushed and 
that there will be enough contesting 
delegations to occupy two or three days' 
time before the permanent roll of the 
convention is made up. 


It is by no means certain either that 


contests are going to be confined to the 
southern states. A Wisconsin Repub- 
lican. OIIP of the followers of Senator 
LSI Follette, tells me that there is much 
irritation among Republicans- of that 
state because of the effort of the ad- 
ministration through its officeholders 
to secure a Taft delegation there. He 
points out that as soon as Governor 
Hughes declared his willingness to be 
a candidate thp administration forces 
and Secretary Taft himself announced 
with unction that they would make no 
contest in a state which desired to 
present a favorite son of its own. The 
state of Wisconsin wnnts to present 
Senator La Follette. yet the offk-ohold- 
ins; cabal is opposing his friends at 
e\vry point. Why this differing atti- 
tude toward tho favorite sons of two 
states? Of course the answer is easy. 
KoosuMplt and Taft are probably weak- 
er in New York than "In any state of 
the Union. 


Xew Yorkers usually agree that it 


would have been impossible to get a 
Tnft delegation in the face of the 
Hushes 
candidacy, wherefore 
Mr. 


Roose\elt, who is nothing if uot a poli- 
tician, called off his men and grace- 
fully left the field to the governor. 
But ho thinks that in Wisconsin there 
may be a chance, aud therefore there 
nrp no smooth words addressed to the 
people of thnt state In applause of 
Their favorite son.

\Vest Broadway, has been

for the premises of the Home. There 
are already in 
existence two 
suc-h 


homes in the Baptist denomination- 
one located 
at 
XewTon 
Center, a 


suburb of Boston. Mass.. and the other 
at Morgan Park a suburb of Chicago. 
It v.'as found necessary to provide a 
third such home, and in looking o^er 
the country for 
a 
location i' 
was 


unanimously decided that no place of- 
fered such advantages for the pur- 
pose as Granville. 
The beauty of sit- 


uation and its high etfuca'ional and 
other advantages 
contributed "0 
se- 


cure this result. 


For more than a year much anxiety 


has been felt as to the source of the 
necessary money for the building. It 
is to Dr. "vV. H. Doane of Cincinnati. 
the generous benefactor to whom Den- 
ison owes its present library building. 
its Doane Academy Hall, its 
Doane 


Gymnasium for young women, and its 
conservatory pipe organ that this ob- 
ject has effectively appealed. At the 
annual meeting of the Women's For- 
eign Missionar" society of the west, 
which has just closed at Dayon, Dr. 
Doane "was present, and for the first 
time exhibited plans of the new struc- 
ture. 
The building is found to be a" 


more 
elaborate 
and 
complete one 


than had been hoped for and it 
is 


promised that it shall be the 
finest 


building of the kind in existence. 
It 


is to be a Colonial structure with fine 
pillared porch, three stories in height, 
with hip roof, a basement containing 
furnace room, laundry, eic. The main 
building will be 60 x 34 feet, with a 
wing 20 feet in length, for kitchen and 
dining room, with 
servants 
rooms 


above them. In the main building on 
the first floor will be a splendid- re- 
ception room 
and 
room? 
for 
the 


matron. On the second and third floors 
there will be finely aranged bed rooms 
to accommodate about 40 children, if 
necessary, besides sewing room, linen 
rooms, storage rooms and closets, in 
every room. There will oe four or five 
bathrooms, hot water heating, electric 
lighting and all the arrangements of 
a first class structure. Dr. Doane ex- 
pects to spare no expense in the con- 
struction of the edifice. 
The building 


will stand on the eastern part of the 
•"Wilson ^property, leaving the presenr 


cottage intact. 
' This is a peculiarly gracious minis- 
try, as it provides a home for 
the 


young" children of foreign missionaries 
during the period of the children's 
lives when it is unsafe for them to re- 
main in Oriental lands. It is not 
a 


charity to the missionaries themselves, 
as they pay the board of their children, 
•but the building and the helpers are 
provided by the denomination.
